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Notes to tables 


All figures in this return are provisional. Numbers of live births, stillbirths and deaths (Table 1) 
are compiled from information submitted by Registrars of Births and Deaths. Counts of 
infectious diseases and food poisoning (Tables 1 and 2) are received from Proper Officers 
(Medical Officers for Environmental Health). Unless otherwise stated figures are for weeks 
ending on Friday. 


The figures for infectious diseases and food poisoning are based on the number of cases 
formally notified to Proper Officers. These notifications may be made before the diagnosis is 
firmly established. Notifications are therefore subject to withdrawal or amendment. Quarterly 
figures which incorporate such corrections are published in Monitor series MB2. Annual data 
appear in Communicable disease statistics (HMSO). 


In addition to the figure for formally notified cases of food poisoning a figure for ascertained 
cases has been provided since the first week of 1982. This latter figure relates to cases of food 
poisoning which come to the attention of a Proper Officer, but in respect of which a notification 
on the appropriate form has not been received. It is possible for an ascertained case to be 
subsequently formally notified and any adjustments to the figures will be made quarterly. Only 
formally notified cases should be used when comparing current food poisoning figures with 
those for years before 1982. 


Live birth figures are not available for the current week because returns from Registrars of Births 
and Deaths to OPCS are delayed by 1 week to incorporate additional statistical information. 


The series of graphs in Figure 1 show the weekly numbers of notifications of aselected disease 
recorded in the current period compared with the highest and lowest numbers recorded in the 
equivalent week over the previous ten years. 


The base data are being constantly updated so that as each new calendar year commences the 
previous year’s information potentially contributes to the highest/lowest values. Similarly the 


first year of the period is removed from the base data set.

Notes to tables 


All figures in this return are provisional. Numbers of live births, stillbirths and deaths (Table 1) 
are compiled from information submitted by Registrars of Births and Deaths. Counts of 
infectious diseases and food poisoning (Tables 1 and 2) are received from Proper Officers 
(Medical Officers for Environmental Health). Unless otherwise stated figures are for weeks 
ending on Friday. 


The figures for infectious diseases and food poisoning are based on the number of cases 
formally notified to Proper Officers. These notifications may be made before the diagnosis is 
firmly established. Notifications are therefore subject to withdrawal or amendment. Quarterly 
figures which incorporate such corrections are published in Monitor series MB2. Annual data 
appear in Communicable disease statistics (HMSO). 


In addition to the figure for formally notified cases of food poisoning a figure for ascertained 
cases has been provided since the first week of 1982. This latter figure relates to cases of food 
poisoning which come to the attention of a Proper Officer, but in respect of which a notification 
on the appropriate form has not been received. It is possible for an ascertained case to be 
subsequently formally notified and any adjustments to the figures will be made quarterly. Only 
formally notified cases should be used when comparing current food poisoning figures with 
those for years before 1982. 


Live birth figures are not available for the current week because returns from Registrars of Births 
and Deaths to OPCS are delayed by 1 week to incorporate additional statistical information. 


The series of graphs in Figure 1 show the weekly numbers of notifications of aselected disease 
recorded in the current period compared with the highest and lowest numbers recorded in the 
equivalent week over the previous ten years. 


The base data are being constantly updated so that as each new calendar year commences the 
previous year’s information potentially contributes to the highest/lowest values. Similarly the 
first year of the period is removed from the base data set.

All figures in this return are provisional. Numbers of live births, stillbirths and deaths (Table 1) 
are compiled from information submitted by Registrars of Births and Deaths. Counts of 
infectious diseases and food poisoning (Tables 1 and 2) are received from Proper Officers 
(Medical Officers for Environmental Health). Unless otherwise stated figures are for weeks 


The figures for infectious diseases and food poisoning are based on the number of cases 
formally notified to Proper Officers. These notifications may be made before the diagnosis is 
firmly established. Notifications are therefore subject to withdrawal or amendment. Quarterly 
figures which incorporate such corrections are published in Monitor series MB2. Annual data 
appear in Communicable disease statistics (HMSO). 


In addition to the figure for formally notified cases of food poisoning a figure for ascertained 
cases has been provided since the first week of 1982. This latter figure relates to cases of food 
poisoning which come to the attention of a Proper Officer, but in respect of which a notification 
on the appropriate form has not been received. It is possible for an ascertained case to be 
subsequently formally notified and any adjustments to the figures will be made quarterly. Only 
formally notified cases should be used when comparing current food poisoning figures with 


Live birth figures are not available for the current week because returns from Registrars of Births 
and Deaths to OPCS are delayed by 1 week to incorporate additional statistical information. 


The series of graphs in Figure 1 show the weekly numbers of notifications of aselected disease 
recorded in the current period compared with the highest and lowest numbers recorded in the

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Notes to tables 


1. All figures in this return are provisional. Numbers of live births, stillbirths and deaths (Table 1) 
are compiled from information submitted by Registrars of Births and Deaths. Counts of 
infectious diseases and food poisoning (Tables 1 and 2) are received from Proper Officers 
(Medical Officers for Environmental Health). Unless otherwise stated figures are for weeks 
ending on Friday. 


2. The figures for infectious diseases and food poisoning are based on the number of cases 
formally notified to Proper Officers. These notifications may be made before the diagnosis is 
firmly established. Notifications are therefore subject to withdrawal or amendment. Quarterly 
figures which incorporate such corrections are published in Monitor series MB2. Annual data 
appear in Communicable disease statistics (HMSO). 


3. In addition to the figure for formally notified cases of food poisoning a figure for ascertained 
cases has been provided since the first week of 1982. This latter figure relates to cases of food 
poisoning which come to the attention of a Proper Officer, but in respect of which a notification 
on the appropriate form has not been received. It is possible for an ascertained case to be 
subsequently formally notified and any adjustments to the figures will be made quarterly. Only 
formally notified cases should be used when comparing current food poisoning figures with 
those for years before 1982. 


4. Live birth figures are not available for the current week because returns from Registrars of Births 
and Deaths to OPCS are delayed by 1 week to incorporate additional statistical information. 


5. Theseries of graphs in Figure 1 show the weekly numbers of notifications of a selected disease 
recorded in the current period compared with the highest and lowest numbers recorded in the 
equivalent week over the previous ten years. 


The base data are being constantly updated so that as each new calendar year commences the 
previous year’s information potentially contributes to the highest/lowest values. Similarly the 
first year of the period is removed from the base data set.

All figures in this return are provisional. Numbers of live births, stillbirths and deaths (Table 1) 
are compiled from information submitted by Registrars of Births and Deaths. Counts of 
infectious diseases and food poisoning (Tables 1 and 2) are received from Proper Officers 
(Medical Officers for Environmental Health). Unless otherwise stated figures are for weeks 
ending on Friday. 


The figures for infectious diseases and food poisoning are based on the number of cases 
formally notified to Proper Officers. These notifications may be made before the diagnosis is 
firmly established. Notifications are therefore subject to withdrawal or amendment. Quarterly 
figures which incorporate such corrections are published in Monitor series MB2. Annual data 
appear in Communicable disease statistics (HMSO). 


In addition to the figure for formally notified cases of food poisoning a figure for ascertained 
cases has been provided since the first week of 1982. This latter figure relates to cases of food 
poisoning which come to the attention of a Proper Officer, but in respect of which a notification 
on the appropriate form has not been received. It is possible for an ascertained case to be 
subsequently formally notified and any adjustments to the figures will be made quarterly. Only 
formally notified cases should be used when comparing current food poisoning figures with 
those for years before 1982. 


Live birth figures are not available for the current week because returns from Registrars of Births 
and Deaths to OPCS are delayed by 1 week to incorporate additional statistical information. 


The series of graphs in Figure 1 show the weekly numbers of notifications of a selected disease 
recorded in the current period compared with the highest and lowest numbers recorded inthe 
equivalent week over the previous ten years. 


The base data are being constantly updated so that as each new calendar year commences the 
previous year’s information potentially contributes to the highest/lowest values. Similarly the 
first year of the period is removed from the base data set.
